Canada’s “Unrevised” 
Series Released 


In the past several weeks, col- 
lectors who had ordered their 
copies of the unrevised issue of 
regular postage stamps from the 
Canadian Philatelic Agency have 
been receiving their copies: 





This is the series of five values, 
Ic, 2c, 3c, 4c and 5c, which were 
to have been issued last June but 
were recalled at the last minute 
because the stamps did not bear 
the usual wording in the design 
of Postage and Postes. 

Most Canadian stamps bear the 
bi-lingual inscription. 


Because some of the stamps es- 
caped the hands of postmasters 
and got into the hands of collec- 
tors, the Canadian Post Office De- 
partment decided to make the 
stamps generally available to all 
who might want them for a lim- 
ited period. 

This was done to negute any in- 
flated value which the escaped 
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CHRISTMAS ISLAND AGAIN. This time two different Christmas 
Islands than the one shown in this same spot last week. The top 
cover bears the postmark “CHRISTMAS ISLAND/N. S. /DE 25 /43”. 
The N. S. is for the Province of Nova Scotia, Canada, the date is 
Christmas Day 1943. Each of the two New Brunswick Sesquicen- 
tennial commems of Canada on the cover have the postmark ap- 
plied to them in their centers. The bottom example is from the 
Christmas IslAnd in the Indian Ocean near Singapore. It bears the 
postmark “CHRISTMAS ISLAND /25 DEC. 47” on each of the six 
different “BMA MALAYA” stamps.

There has been no first day of} 
issue for the unrevised series nor 
will they be sold at all Canadian 
post offices. Canadian postmas- 
ters have been instructed to re-| 
guest the unrevised stamps for | 
their stocks since the Department | 
at Ottawa has indicated that none 
will be sent otherwise. 

According to Stanley Hill of | 
Riverside, Ontario, the first day | 
of use of the stamps in Windsor 
was on January 21. A number of 
covers were sent out on this date 
bearing the stamps with the no- 
tation “First Day ef Use at Wind- 
sor, Unrevised George VI Issue” 
on the envelope. 

Collectors who might want cop- 
ies of the stamps at face value 
can send their money orders and 
requests to the Philatelic Sec- 
tion, Financial Branch, Post Of- 
fice Department, Ottawa, Canada. 

They should be sure to request 
the unrevised series. 

The Agency also has other Can- 
adian stamps on sale at face value. 
A list will be sent on request. 

It is not necessary to allow a 
sum for postage and registration 
since the Canadian Agency as- 
sumes this cost for collectors in 
the United States and Canada.

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‘Christmas Island Postmark; One 


From Nova Scotia Not Difficult

Editors Note: In last week’s edition, January 30, Mr. McGee 
presented the story of the Christmas Island cover of the island situ- 
ated in the South Pacific: This week, he tells of the other two, the 
one in Nova Scotia, Canada and the other in the Indian Ocean. For 
a number of years collectors have been interested in obtaining post- 
marks on covers from the three Christmas Islands. Perhaps last 
week’s story and the one below will make the possibility of getting 
such a cover much easier. Postmarked covers of the two present 
Christmas Islands are pictured above. Mr. McGee, who lives at 
2211 Davenport St., Omaha 2, Nebr. has for a number of vears been 
interested in searching out the story on unusual items. 


Christmas Island, British Malaya, Indian Ocean 


Information on this Christmas Island is not out of season now; 
for C. F. Scott, Hartford, Conn., put in 14 years of working and wait- 
ing to obtain a cover with a Christmas day postmark from there.

It was annexed by the British 
in 1889 and made a part of the Straits Settlements in 1900. Its 
greatest length is 12 miles and its extreme breadth is nine. The 
island appears on a Dutch map of 1666.

The whole point ‘about these matters 
that many collectors start collecting these 
various issues in the hope of making a 
thorough collection of them which could 
be done at a moderate cost were it not for 
the fact that in almost all cases there 
someone that comes up with an imperfor- 
ate sheet, the only one found or some other 
variety that is rare and beyond the means 
of the average collector. Were one such 
variety to appear now and _ then, little 
would be thought of it, but when several 
f such varieties appear and are offered, col- 
se lectors begin to become suspicious and 
GEO. W. LINN besides that, very much _ discouraged. 
There is little question in our mind but that these varieties are 
illegitimate offspri ing. With the limted number of stamps printed 
of many of these issues, it should be very easy to inspect these 
issues and remove these questionable stamps and destroy them, 
but today, there are few stamp issuing countries but what are con- 
tacted by the big stamp buyers and these issues are watched and 
picked out and put into the market. In fact, we have a_ very 
strong opinion that many of these things come along deliberately 
and are not legitimate issues of errors. 

Stamp dealers and especially those who are responsible for let- 
ting such varieties come into the market should realize that the 
average collector has a limited amount to spend for stamps. If you 
do not get it for one group of stamps, you will get it for the other 
and the collector would be far more happy if he could buy fifty or 
one hundred stamps for his few dollars that he has to spend than to 
have one of these so called errors stuffed down his throat for a sum 
which would have given him many stamps of a legitimate nature. 

As we have said, we question the legitimacy of the appearance 
of many of these so called errors and we believe that a large num- 
ber of collectors feel as we do and as Mr. Kuhns feels. 

We wonder if there might not be a way in which these occur- 
ances might be minimized. We know that the hobby would be 
better off if this could be done. Would it be asking too much that 
the cataloguers begin to question these issues, begin by demanding 
to know the source of any or all such varieties and to definitely 
refuse to list or recognize any that are in the least questionable 
as to source of issue or appearance in the market?

Why is it that these 
varieties are not regularly issued and found by collectors or some- 
one who buys them through a post office window. 

Such unnecessary issues are doing a great amount of damage 
to a hobby that we would much rather see kept clean and free from 


such issues, 
They remind us of the days when precancel collecting was 
suffering from such a plague: Back in the years from 1920 to 


1930, the collectors of precancels were besieged by an endless string 
of varieties of hundreds upon hundreds of precancel issues. In 
fact the »plague became so great that it was strongly instrumental 
in ruining the hobby to a great extent and perhaps-the greatest rea- 
son why a catalogue of precancels was no longer possible. Up to 
about 1920 and for a few years later an annual catalogue of pre- 
cancels was published, then the boys in the tall corn state of Iowa 
and in many other parts of the country found that they could get 
precancels made to order in many offices. All that was necessary 
was to ask the postmaster to cancel some. of them upside down, 
some sidewise, reading both up and down, some cat-a-corenerd, 
some double in all the possible positions, some in colored ink and 
in every other way that the boys could think of. In fact some of 
the precancels of that period came in fifteen or twenty varieties thus 
multiplying by the thousands and thousands, the number of varieties. 
Formerly where an issue could have been listed in a dozen lines 
in the catalogue it got to where it would take almost a full page 
in the catalogue to list one issue. As a result of this the catalogue 
grew and grew and grew until it simply burst. The cost of pro- 
ducing it got so big that there was not enough possible sales_ of 
the catalogue to make it possible to publish an edition and that is 
what happened to precancel catalogues. 

During this period we advocated a new plan for collecting pre- 
cancels and for listing them. We suggested the listing of each issue 
with the precancel overprint listed in the normal and proper po- 
sition only and we suggested that a note be printed in the catalogue 
to the effect that stamps with the overprint in any other position 
be recognized only as an undesirable copy and not worth as much as 
a perfect copy. Had this plan been accepted, the catalogue could 
have been reduced to a far smaller size and perhaps might have 
been continued and the hobby saved as a clean hobby. But, no, 
the dealers had to have more varieties to sell the unsuspecting 
eollector, just as they have to have these odd varieties in stamps. 

We recognize fully that what we suggest may seem like a radi- 
cal plan, but we are convinced that a tremendous number of the 
so called minor varieties of today are inspired, just as the pre- 
eancels were inspired and these inspired varieties are doing a tre 
mendous damage to the hobby. 

Perhaps w hat might remedy this situation would be a thoroug- 
ly simplfied catalogue, a catalogue of only honest, normal varieties. 
Such a catalogue would be followed by the vast majority of col- 
lectors, general collecting might again become popular: Those who 
wanted to be suckers to buy the unnecessary and questionable 
junk could go ahead and buy it, but the bulk of the ordinary col- 
lectors and that is the group that makes up most of the crowd, 
would favor this simplified catalogue and would recognize only the 
stamps as legitimately issued and sold over the post office counters. 
The hobby would be far better off without these varieties, most of 
which could be eliminated by an honest inspection of stamps before 
put on sale by any country. The problem is an honest one, a serious 
one and one that should have consideration of a body of collectors

MORE SPACED PLATES 


Referring to our mentioning of 
the Wide Spaced New York plates 
of a couple weeks back we bring 
to your attention two other cities 
with these same _ possibilities. 
Kansas City, and Albany, N. Y. 

The first was a 20c Kansas City 
with of course a wider spacing 
between the split city name. On 
this stamp though, the letters 
seem higher and it may be a re- 
pair. 

The other was on a 10c value 
from Albany and the spacing here 
is definitely wider between the 
N and Y than in the first releases. 
However here is the joker. This 
10c value was a dated stamp and 
was dated in 1946. 

Which leads us to ask. How 
long has this been going on? 

There is one thing sure that 
plates from Columbus Ohio, Balti- 
more Md., and the like will not 
produce at least at this time any 
spacing varieties, only towns or 
states where the name is split is 
it worth while investigating. Of 
course it doesu’t take a Sherlock 
to figure that out but we do know 
that several collectors are search- 
ing their duplicates now and this 
will narrow down their search. If 
the above two prove to be defin- 
ite different plates then there 
must be others.

The mailing campaign of the 
new issue of 1950 Wildlife Stamps 
started January 3, and will con- 
tinue through Wildlife Week and 
longer if necessary. This cam- 
paign is conducted annually to 
finance the educational activities 
of the National Wildlife Federa- 
tion and its affiliated organiza- 
tions throughout the country. 

Wildlife Stamps were intro- 
duced in 1938, in conjunction with 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
proclamation of the Nation’s first 
Wildlife Week Observance. New 
wildlife subjects are selected each 
year. 

To date the collection totals 
484 diferent wildlife =" 

Leading wildlife artist are 
chosen to paint the Prin sa pos- 
ters. J. N. (Ding) Darling, na- 
tionally-known artist, cartoonist 
and conservationist, a founder of 
the National Wildlife Federation 
and today its Honorary President, 
13 years ago foresaw the educa- 
tional value of Wildlife Stamps. 
He did the original art work, 
which has resulted in widespread 
demand for these attractive min- 
iature wildlife pictures. 

This year’s full sheet of stamps 
comprises 36 different wildlife 
subjects, all from the brush of 
Walter Weber, noted wildlife art- 
ist of Vienna, Virginia, and until 
recently Art Consultant to the 
Federation, (Mr. Weber’s entry of 
a design for the 1950 Duck stamp 
was the winning entry.) 

For those who wish to preserve 
the stamps indefinitely for quick 
and easy reference, the National 
Wildlife Federation supplies al- 
bums for each of the thirteen an- 
nual sets of stamps so far is- 
sued. The value of the album is 
enhanced by a brief text explain- 
ing each stamp subject. Master 
albums containing all the stamps 
series for 13 years, including the 
current issue, also are available. 

A sheet of 36 Wildlife Stamps is 
priced at $1.00, and the one-year 
album at 50 cents.

UNION SOUTH AFRICA. The 
1943 coil stamps, No. 144-147, are 
quite scarce and probably missing 
from most collections. They are 
perforated on all sides, but were 
issued only as lengthwise coils, so 














that they should be collected in 
vertical pairs, 
They can easily be _ identi- 


fied as all other stamps of these 
types and values were printed in 
two colors. 

These coil stamps are printed in 
single colors, the 4% pence being 
green and the one pence, rose red. 

The catalogue price for the four 
stamps is 60c which does not re- 
flect their scarcity. The retail 
price, when available, is from 40c 
to 60c for the two pairs. 


BRITISH EMPIRE. There is a 
real shortage of current and re 
cent mint Empire’ stamps in the 


United States, which is probably 
due to the inability to receive 
shipments from England. 

It is reported that, following the 
conviction of the dealer (Bashi), 
the authorities have arrested 
about 25 dealers in England who 
are charged with the illegal ex- 
portation of stamps. 

As other large dealers 
to make these shipments this may 
prevent or at least delay ship- 
ments to this country.

Probably a number of you have 
noted the same thing, but just 
the other day a reader 
whether he had a rare stamp be- 
cause the cross on his 
commem of 1931 was not 
on the hand of the Nurse but was 
off to one side. 


This stamp as you know was 
printed in two colors—the cross | 
in red and the balance of the} 
design in black. 

It was a flat bed press job 
which meant that the paper had 
to be entered in the press twice, 
once for each color. Each sheet 
contained two post office size 
panes of 100 stamps each. 

Because it was not possible to} 
get each sheet of paper in the 


exact spot that it should go each 
time for a perfect registration of 


the color, the printing of the 
stamp designs on the paper var- 
ied a trifle or comparatively a 
lot. 


It is easy to see that it would 
take two near perfect passes of 
each sheet through the press to 
get the red cross sitting as it 
should on the nurse’s hand. That, 
of eourse, is practically an impos- 
sibility, 

Not so long ago I saw an ex- 
hibit where the many positions 
of the cross were displayed, some 
of the stamps showing the cross 
nearly off the paper. In fact, 
there is a known variety where 
there is no cross on the stamp at 
all. 

This same exhibitor displayed 
the Yorktown stamp, which you 
will remember has the three por- 
traits in black and the balance of 
the design in red, where the por- 
traits are shown “wandering” all 
over the red part of the design. 

And some years ago, I remem- 
ber a prize winning exhibit of the 
2c Pan-American stamp, 
eolor carmine and black issue. 

It has the passenger train print- 
ed in black in a carmine frame.

Considering all the adverse talk 
from parties disinterested in plate 
number collecting to the effect 
that plate number collecting is 
on the decline, one becomes ex- 
tremely puzzled at the continued 
interest shown, and furthermore, 
the increased interest seems to 
offset whatever these dissenters 
are trying to imply. 

In my daily travels through 
the labyrinths of New York City, 
the one thought uppermost in 
the minds of both collectors and 
dealers alike is how many plate 
numbers do you think will be 
issued for the next new stamp, 
or do you have “ny lower rights 
of the 25e U. P. U. Air Mail, or 
do you have any plate number 
positions of this, or that? 

If anything, plate number col- 
lecting seems to have made its 
mark to such a degree that no 
matter what an individual actual- 
ly specializes in, somehow or 
other you will find numbered 
among his pieces in his collec- 
tion some stamps with plate num- 
bers attached, denoting his inter- 
est along those lines. 

Suffice it to state that plate 
number collecting is here to stay, 
and its meteoric rise is not just a 
passing fancy or fad of the times, 
but something that has been 
building up since the turn of the 
century, and is gradually gaining 
more and more momentum to 
such a degree that I am firmly 
convinced that the stamp-collect- 
ing public in general has only 
scratched the surface of plate 
number collecting. 

Collecting plate numbers is an 
art in itself. It is not merely! 
going up to any retail post-office | 
window and begging the clerk | 
for a block of stamps with the | 





plate number attached; it is a} 
phase of our hobby which re- 
quires infinite patience, and in 


fact, a measure of controlled skill 
to collect sensibly, and in the end 
be able to present a worthwhile 
collection. 

Of course there are always 
those few in any walk of life who 
are greedy, and in most instances, 
their minds run only in a mercen- 
ary channel. These few feel that 
if it is possible for them to invest 
heavily in one issue, that eventu- 
aljly their holdings will enhance to 
such a degree that they will be 
able to reap great profits with 
their investments.

they appear, but this additional 
competition does not help the col- 
lector, dealer, nor in the long run, 
the investor. 

It is best to collect just what 
you need. After all, we are pur- 
suing this hobby because of the 
pleasure we extract from the 
many hours we contribute to it. 
Once we deviate from our set 
aims, and begin ‘thinking along 
the lines of how much will this 
piece or that piece be worth a 
year or two or 10 years from now, 
then we are defeating our pur- 
pose. It is best to acquire only 
those plate numbers which are 
needed to round out your collec- 
tion. Going after dozens and 
dozens or even hundreds of the
